Sliirting with an outline of the pa- 
P?r-maklng process, Dr. Campbell _dc- 
icribcd the exliauslive tests which 
were carried out In order lo flntl the 
beet stage at whlcli th i-cnrbsnate 
filler could be Introduced. The pur- 
pose of the filler was to (ill up the 
Inlcrstlccs In the piiprr nnd make It 
sultnbic for writing purpsscs. The 
filler was used In conjunction with 
the rcsin sizing which provided the 
paper with water rcslstniiec for Ink- 
wrlilng. Carbonate filler was found 
lo make the paiKr whiter nnd softer 
than th pclny filler, which had been 
lUîed previously.
